the tax payers relief tax. 
In this way if a tax payer needed 
I some work done,

work could be done for him from 
the relief rolls up to the amount 
of his relief tax. 
In this w ay the tax payer would 
be getting value received for his 
relief tax and the 
relief clients

Be Sold Or I . S. VV ill 
Not Finish School 


Final grant of S25.O>0 due A r­ 
lington H eights to 
com plete the 
new school is being held up pending 
the sale o f two old north school 
buildings as agreed in the original 
contract between the board of edu­ 
cation and the governm ent. 
Saturday, the voters of District 
25, Arlington H eights, must go to 
the polls to assure com pletion of 
their pet, the new* north side school 
building. If the governm ent’s stip­ 
ulation is not approved by the vot­ 
ers Saturday, Arlington 
H eights 
will not only feel disillusioned, but 
will have a public eyesore in a par­ 
tially completed structure. 
There 
is no alternative. 
The contract clause specifies that 
the old buildings were unfit and not 
suitable for school purposes, and 
allocation was made on that basis. 
Failure to remove the buildings will 
autom atically repudiate the con­ 
tract and the governm ent will stop 
further allotm ents. 
Air. Carlson, 
president o f the 
school board, and Air. AlcWhalter, 
secretary, have sought out the WIW 
authorities in an effort to save the 
w est side building of the 
north 
school. It was made plain to them 
that under no circum stances will 
the governm ent abide by their con­ 
tract unless the school abides by 
theirs. It was brought to their a t­ 
tention that efforts to do the sam e 
thing in other villages had proved 
unavailing. 
With a new and larger building 
nearing 
com pletion, 
Arlington 
H eights can well afford to give up 
its two old structures for the sum 
o f $25,000. The removal of the two 
buildings will

field at their annual convention 
Monday evening.

clause by an amendment to the 
Illinois constitution was proposed 
by Judge Thompson, chairman of j 
the constitutional amendment com- j 
mittee. The provision has passed 
the general assembly by a sub­ 
stantially unanimous vote.

interested 
more in means of preventing dis-, 
astrous failures than he is in d e -1 
vices of protection after insolv­ 
ency,” pointed out Mr. Thompson. 
“This real protection can be pro­ 
vided by banking laws requiring 
adequate capital and surplus in 
relation to deposits, providing for 
correcting capital impairment be­ 
fore capital and surplus 
are ex­ 
hausted by losses, and

an adequate force of competent 
examiners.
